. UWntted States senate subject to the 
democratic primary... 

-T shall make the race on my rec- 
ord as already made in congress, 
and eas a loyal supporter of my 
country, the’ democrati@ adminis- 
tration and my party. I am not 
aligned, and shall not be aligned, 
with any political faction, but seek 
your suffrage simply as an Ameri- 
can, a Georgian and a democrat. 


The Issue in Georgia. 

1 believe I am entitled to the 
hope that no gentleman now in this 
race may, with propriety and hon- 
ésty, impugn my motive or present 
the specious plea that by this an- 
nouncement I am contributing to 
the cause of disloyalty. No candi- 
date oppcsing Senator Hardwick 
has a monopoly on patriotism, and 
no candidate can advance the claim 
that he alone is qualified to repre- 
sent loyalty in this time of world 
war. 

The issue in Georgia is plain and 
undebatable. The sole question is: 
Of the democrats in Georgia who 
is best qualified to press this issue 
ageinst the present incumbent and 
if elected, who is best fitted to rep- 
resent in part the people of our 
great state in the greatest deliber- 
ative body in the world? Who shall

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FREDERICK THE GREAT 
PACKED AT WASHINGTON 


Statue of Prussian King Re- 
moved in Sections and 
Put in Boxes. 


Washington, April 13.—The bronze 
statue of Frederick the Great. which 
has ornamented the western facade of 
the war college building on the banks 
of the Potomac here, was removed in 
sections today and packed away for 
safekeeping. 

It is understood the statue was re- 
moved at the instance of President 
Wilson, who had taken notice of the 
bitter criticisms expressed in congress 
and elsewhere over permitting the 
statue to remain. 

The statué, which is of heroic size, 
was a personal giff of the German 
emperor, William II., to the American 
nation during President Roosevelt’s 
administration. 

Officials feared that the statue might 
be defaced or destroyed. 

It was recalled today that in the 
heated days of the civil war the name 
of Jefferson Davis, secretary of war 
in the days preceding the conflict and 
later president of the confederacy, was 
erased from the arch of a bridge span- 
ning the Potomac. Many years aftér- 
ward the name was replaced at the 
direction of Theodore Roosevelt, then 
: president.

A spitited fight will tn all probabil- 
lity be made before the pensions com- 
mittee of council against the grant- 
ing of a pension to Chief of Detectives 
Newport A. Lafiford, whose resigna- 
tion handed to the special investiga-

, mission Friday afternoon, stated that 
1 he had asked for a pension, and that 
jhis resignation was contingent upon the 
|passing of council upon that applica- 
' tion. 

It is also said by those well informed 
| about the city hall that a fight is also 
, probable in the _ police commission 
jagainst accepting the resignation of 
the chief of Atlanta detectives, and sen- 
| sations promise to develop before the 
}ease of Mr. Lanford is finally dis- 
| posed of. 


Fight on Application. 

The rumor that a fight would be 
made before the pensions committee 
against granting a pension to Atlanta’s 
' detective chief, which arises from 
statements said to have been made by 
several council members, are given 
} weight by the fact that a decided un- 
dercurrent exists in Atlanta against 
granting pensions at this time, and the 
further fact that Chairman. T. Min- 
cey, of the pensions committee, is the 
author of an amendment that has been 
approved by council seeking to change 
the charter of Atlanta by the action 
|}of the next legislature in such way as 
| to allow the city to grant pensions only 
| to those who entered the employ of the 
city before reaching 35 years of age; 
only to those who received injuries 
while in the discharge of their duties: 
and to allow pensions to be drawn only 
by those who, having been injured 
while in the service of the city, are un- 
able to perform any labor at all. 

The course that Chief Lanford’s ap- 
plications for a pension will have to 
take is as follows: First his applica- 
tion will have to be filed with Chief 
of Police Beavers, then he will have 
to be examined by City Physician Dr. 
J. P. Kennedy; his application will then 
go before the pensions committee, 
which will act favorably or otherwise 
upon’ it before sending it to council. 
The action of council will then have 
ito be approved by Mayor Candler. 

Hearing Before Committee. 

It is understood that an effort will 
be made to get the application for pen- 
sion for ‘Chief Lanford before the next 
meeting of council, which will be on 
‘Monday’ afternoon, and it developed 
Saturday that his application had been 
filed with Chief Beavers, and that he 
had been examined by Dr. Kennedy. All 
that stands now in the way of getting 
the matter before the council Monday 
afternoon is a hearing before the pen- 
sions committee, which, it is thought, 
will be arranged for at a called meet- 
ing of the committee Monday morning. 
Chairman Mincey, of this committee, 
was ill Saturday and not at his office, 
and it could not be learned whether or 
not he had ‘called a meeting of the 
pensions committee.

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AMERIGAN TROOPS 
NALL-DAY BATTLE 


Two German Attacks Re- 
pulsed Near Toul—36 Ger- 
mans Captured—American 
Losses Slight. 


With the American Army in France, 
April 13.—(By the Associated Press.)— 
Yesterday’s battle was the first all- 
day struggle in which the American 
troops have been engaged. Two Ger- 
man attacks, delivered in force against 
the American positions 
Toul, were repulsed with heavy casual- 


| ties to the enemy, including 36 pris- 


oners left in the hands of the Ameri- 
cans. The American losses were slight. 

The fighting began with one of the 
most violent bombardments ever laid 
down in that sector. During Thursday 
night the Germans kept up harassing 
fire, throwing many gas shells into the 
American position. The first attack 
began at about 6 o’clock in the morn- 
ing and was directed against’ the 
French troops on the left flank of the 
American forces in the forest of Apre- 
mont. 

While this was going on the  Ameri- 
can troops made a counter attack on 
the German line, moving forward be- 
hing a perfect curtain of fire. The 
enemy, driven out of his trenches, was 
forced to fight in the open. 

Deadly Fire for Germans, 

A deadlv machine gun and automatic 
rifle fire was poured into the enemy, 
who offered stubborn resistance at 
first, but later retreated to their sec- 
ond line, hotly pursued by the Ameri- 
can troops. Desultory fighting con- 
tinued for several] hours. 

The Germans again attacked at 11 
o’clock at a point farther to the right. 
The American barrage fire cut them 
off, but the German officers drove their 
men through the exploding shells until 
a few succeeded in penetrating the 
American front line. 

A counter atack immediately launch- 
ed by the Americans drove the enemy 
back to his positions. The struggle 
continued to sway back and forth for 
several hours. 


While the action was at its height the 
commander of an American. machine 
gun unit reported to his chief that al) 
the machine gun emplacements had 
been shot away, but that “every 
working itike hell.” 

The attacks were made by the re- 
organized remnant of 800 shock troops 
who failed to reach the American posi- 
tions in their gigantic raid on Wednes- 
day. Their ranks were filled out by 
picked men from other units. The Ger- 
man prisoners, who belonged to six 
different organizations, said the attack 
was ordered to avenge the crushing 
defeat of Wednesday.

GAINS MADE BY ALLIES 
ON THE SOMME FRONT 


Combined Attack by British 
and French Drive the Ger- 
mans From Hangard. 
American Forces Engaged 
on French Front to the 
Southeast.

New York, April 13.—(By Associated 
Press. From European Cables of the 
Day.)—Stiffening British resistance has 
checked the German drive southward 
from the Lys toward Bethune ay@l west- 
ward from Merville toward Hazebrouck, 
near the Belgian border. The enemy 
pressure is continuing with great 
weight toward the north, and desperate 
battling is in progress along the line 
running southwest from Messines to the 
south of Bailleul. 

The whole Ypres salient and the con- 
tinued safety of the channel ports are 
pointed to by observers abroad as at 
stake in the fighting now under way. 
Hazebrouck and Bailleul, important 
railway centers, are vital feeding 
points for Messines ridge and the Ypres 
position in general, 

So fas as Hazebrouck is concerned the 
Germans have ijbeen held for the time, 
at least, on the edge of the forest of 
Nieppe, west of Merville, and some 5 
miles away from their objective. The 
Germans have been battering away at 
the British line here since they cap- 
tured Merville Wednesday night, but 
have advanced only a few hundred 
yards, being stopped short of forest, 
which is about a mile and a half be- 
yond Merville. 


LITTLE LIGHT 
ON BAILLEUL. 


Little additional light was thrown 
by Saturday’s dispatches upon the situ- 
ation around Bailleul, to which the 
Germans had worked very close in Frt- 
day’s fighting. It was revealed, how- 
ever, that the enemy was attacking 
heavily in the vicinity of Neuve Eglise 
and Wulverghem, which lies in the 
region to the northeast of Bailleul, be- 
tween it and Messines. The British are 
on comparatively high ground here, and 
the reports did not indicate that the 
Germans were making much progress. 

On the southerly side of the wedge, 
which the Germans have driven in be- 
tween La Basse and Armentieres the 
British resistance was notably stiff, 
Bethune has been threatened by the 
push in this direction. The enemy twice 
on this line, about 3

The British also 
held firmly around Givenchy, on their 
right flank, and advanced their line by 
capturing an important German post in 
this region.

Should the channel ports be brought 
under gunfire, the German command, 
it was argued, probably would seek to 
block off British reinforcements with 
warships even at the risk of 
many vessels.

IBRITONS RESPOND 
TO HAIG'S APPEAL 


And Hold Grimly Against 
Germans--Military Experts 
Expect Early Counter Of- 
fensive by the Allies. 


Washington, April 13.—Meager re- 
ports from the battle front in Flanders 
today indicated that the British army 
was loyally responding to the appeal 
of its commander, and holding grimly 
against renewed German assaults. 
Meanwhile officers here discussed the 
Field Marshal Haig’s call to his forces 
to fight to the last man. 

The meaning and purpose of the or- 
der were variously construed. Some 
officers hailed it as forecasting the 
counter offensive by the united allied 


armies. Others were disquieted. 
Officers Optimistic. 


The war department was without in- 
formation that would throw much light 
on the battle situation. Officers who 
have followed the progress of the fight 
from hour to hour in press bulletins, 
however, were very optimistic. They 
saw no reason to doubt that reserves 
in sufficient numbers to warant a coun- 
ter attack offensive were available be- 
hind the fighting front, and they also: 
noted with satisfaction General Haig’s 
announcement that French reinforce- 
ments were coming up. 

In the view of some officers, the 
German front, as it now stands, places 
the Germans in jeopardly in two places. 
The wide salient driven toward Amiens 
appears to them susceptible of flank as- 
sault by the French from the south and 
southwest, while in Flanders the nar- 
row salient driven into the British lines 
leaves the Teutonic flanks exposed. 

There are many reasons, it was said, 
to anticipate that any French counter 
stroke, designed to take pressure off 
(the British front in Flanders, may be 
delivered south and east of Montdidier.

Board Probing Death. 

Colonel Simons was found dead in) 
his quarters at the camp at $3 o’clock 
Friday afternoon with a bullet wound - 
through his head, and with a loaded ' 
revolver from which one chamber had. 
been emptied lying by his side. The | 
investigating board has been working : 
on the matter since the discovery of 
the body, and is expected to make 
some formal statement regarding its 
findings at any moment. 

While thte opinion that he commit- | 
ted suicide is still general, a number 
have advanced the theory that his death 
is the result of foul play. Detective 
Jeff Wright, Atlanta Bertilion epxert, 
and other members of the local detec- 
tive force, are at work on the case. 

The belief that Colonel Simons’ weath 
to the result of foul play is 
largely due to the fact that there 
were no powder marks on the flesh 
where the bullet entered the brain and} 
that Colonel Simons left no note to the, 
effect that his death occurrd at his own 
hand. There seems to be no evidence 
of a material‘nature of foul play, how- 
ever, and a verdict of suicide is gen- 
erally expected when the board makes 
its final report. 

The fact that there were absolutely 


no signs of a struggle or the presence 
of others than Colonel Simons in his 


quarters wien the death occurred in- 
dicate that the regimental commander 
died by his own hand. 

Many believe that Colonel Simons was 
suffering from mental aberration, and 
it is alleged that he even made the 
statement that he would never see war 
service in France with his regiment. 
The great mass of detail of training 
his regiment were also preying on his 
mind, it is stated. 

Was Senior Colonel. 

Colonel Simons was senior colonel in 
the 164th infantry brigade at Camp Gor- 
don. 

The home of the dead officer was 
at Summerville, 8. C. He was 49 years 
old and had been in command of the 
327th infantry since the early mobiliza- 
tion of forces at Camp Gordon. He was 


unmarried and a member of an old 
South Carolina family. As an army of- 
ficer he had had extensive experience 
and was regarded as one of the most 
efficient of military leaders at Camp 
Gordon. 

Colonei Simons was born at Charles- 
ton, S. C., and was a graduate of the 
South Carolina Military academy in 
1890 and from the infantry and cavalry 
echool in 1895. At the former he won 
first honors in his work. 

In 1891 he was appointed to the po- 
sition of second lieutenant from civil 
life, first serving with the Sixth in- 
fantry regiment of regulars. He was 
made first lieutenant in 1898, eaptain 
in 1901 and a major and inspector gen- 
eral by detail in 1914. In May, 1917, 
he was promoted to lieutenant colonel 
of infantry and in August of the same 
year he was made colonel and given 
the command of the 327th infantry. 

He served with distinction in cam- 
paigrs in Cuba, Alaska and the Philip- 
pines, being an aide to General Hughes 
in his memorable campaign in Panay 
and Samar, in the Phillippines, about 
1900. He was also at one time assist- 
ant instructor at the general service 
and staff college at Fort Leavenworth. 

Colonel Simons is survived by a 
brother, three sisters and a nephew, 
Major Simons, of the Signal corps, who 
was on a visit to him when the death 
occurred. Escorted to the train by of- 
ficers of the 327th infantry, the body of 
the former commander was taken to the 
train Saturday night and turned over 
to Major Simons to be taken to Sum- 
merville for burial.

Her 
experiences and observations in Berlin 
and elsewhere in Germany, where she 
resided as a music student, are the 
“most recent of any accessible to the 
American people.) 


The common people in Germany are 
saying: “This accursed war can’t go 
on indefinitely; our government takes 
everything for the army while 
we wretches behind the lines are made 
to slave and shiver and starve.” They 
subscribe grudgingly to the war loans. 
In order to extract contributions from 
soldiers, it has frequently become nec- 
essary to deny them furloughs unless 
they give. Everywhere discontent and 
the spirit of veiled mutiny increase as 
the food situation grows steadily worse 
and worse. 

It is true that in certain parts of 
Germany privation is less acute than in 
Berlin. Munich, just before my de- 
parture in January, 1918, had vege- 
tables and fruit on sale. There was 
more butter than in Berlin. Limburg- 
er cheese, a small portion to each citi- 
zen, Was greatly prized; people who 
had detested it before the war now 
went and got their malodorous little 
package and chuckled. People said 
the Prussians was so bitter that the 
government was afraid to take so much 
of their food away. Then, too, Ba- 
varia is a rich farming country. 


Milk Only for Babies. 

I have heard that Americans re- 
turning from Berlin says that the Ger- 
man capital is “coddled” as regards 
food. If so, what can be the state of 
things in the parts of Germany that 
are not coddled? During the last 
-months that I was in Berlin nobody 
had any milk except babies under 2 
years old and people with certificates 
from doctors saying they were very 
ill. 

There were weeks when the shops 
displayed no vegetables except on days 
when you could get potatoes with 
cards. I remember two months when 
there were no potatoes and we received 
frozen turnips «and were ordered to 
cook them at once or it would be im- 


the pig. Before the doors opened and 
the grand rush began, I used to re- 
mark the pushing and the talk and the 
way the policeman struggled to keep 
order. I regularly saw this, for I lived 
in an apartment and did my own mar- 
keting. 

Once the crowd got inside, every- 
body wanted to obtain fat so as to 
spread it on bread in lieu of butter, 
and each of us received a quarter of 
a pound as long as the supply held 
‘out. } 

Land of Imitation. 

There was nothing remarkable about 
this substitution of fat for butter. 
Germany today is a land of substitutes 
and imitations. Many a time I have 
put imitation sugar ahd imitation milk 
in my imitation coffee or imitation 
tea. There has long been no real cof- 
fee or tea in Germany. They com- 
plain that the substitutes are not at 
all stimulating. Chocolate and cocoa 
have vanished. For these they have 
no substitutes. But consider the imita- 
tion sauerkraut (made of turnips), 
their imitation soup cubes (made of 
—well, I heard one victim guess 
“chicken eyes”), their imitation honey, 
their imitation pepper, and—marvel 
of marvels—their imitation eggs! What 
were these last named humbugs made 
of? They came in granulated form, 
but I never knew their composition, 


grumbled about going without meat | 
till finally his wife gave him horse 
meat. Not knowing what it was, he 
smacked his lips. His wife soon came 
to do likewise. “Try it!” she said to 
me. “It’s really wonderful.” In Ber- 
fine there is a saying, “The allies 
called us pigs and tried to starve us. 
They forget that pigs can eat any- 
thing.” 
All Losing Weight. 
However, almost all Germans are 
thin now. My teacher, a woman, lost 
50 pounds. My gir) friends all had 
to have their clothes taken in. While 
at first people professed to feel ener- 
getic and lively on a reduced diet, and 
said they had habitualy been eating 
tvuo much and were benefited by the 
change, they now complain of feeling 


weak and ill. Whenever anybody dies 
they comment: “Well, you see what 


comes of malnutrition.” 
And they are constantly talking 
about food, constantly thinking about 


it. Blessings brighten as they take 
their flight, and when even the hum- 
blest catables take theirs you are 
simply crazy for them. One day I re 
belled against the atrocious oil I had 
been using to make gravy with, and, 
although I was to take a singing les- 
son that afternoon, put in onions. Nat- 
urally, I apoligized to my _ teacher, 
saying: “I'm ‘awfully sorry, but I 
couldn’t help it.” The reply I got 
was: “Onions! Onions! Where did you 


find them? I’ve hunted all over Berlin 
for an onion, but without success.” 
But the Army Is Fed. 

That the German food administra- 
tion has acocmplisHed wonders no- 
body questions. They say the army is 
fed. Behind the lines people are starv- 
ing outright. But behind the lines 
they seethe with disloyalty. “Isn't it 
terrible?” they groan. “Isn't it out- 
rageous the way we suffer?” And, 
while they do not believe that wil- 
helm II. caused the war, they are con-

Germans Have Imitation Beer. 
Germans now drink imitation beer.

The war news as it appears grimly 
each day in the papers, the gradual 
departure of troops from one place to 
another, the ‘“good-bys,” the delayed 
letters and the casualty list have all 
tended lately to make people realize 
more fearfully what conditions are, 
and the need for every one at home to 
be in war service, and that in some 
organized way. 

Particularly is the educational de- 
partment of the Red Cross meeting a 
demand the women of the community 
are beginning to feel, and in their 
desire to be useful they are joining 
the “first-aid” classes; those in dietet- 
ics, in elementary hygiene, in surgical 
dressing and in home nursing. 

In order to give all the information

In July, 1914, the women and boys of 
Vienna were weeding the war gardens 
of Austria. 

Every vacant lot had been cleaned 
up, fertilized, cultivated and planted, 
and not a bare spot remained. 

What are we going to do about the 
available spots around Atlanta that 
still remain unused? 

Vienna was slightly ahead of the pro- 
cession. She had some inkling of the 
intended onslaught of the mighty, and 
was ever ready for emergencies. 

In September, 1914, she was canning 
@ surplus crop of beans. 

What is Atlanta going to do about 
beans? 

In September, 1914, Vienna vacant 
lots had become miniature farma, 
Women and boys were on the job, and 
something worth while was being done 
minus professional training, but plus 
necessity and common sense. 

What is Atlanta going to do about 
her vacant lots and enthusiastic boys? 

Our boys are no longer ignorant of 
the use of a hoe and rake. hey have 
had practical instruction, and are under 
one who has been trained in an agri- 
cultural school. 

How is the energy of the boy of from 
12 to 14 or 20 going to be used? 

Austria had an army of workers on 
her vacant lots in 1914. 

Are we going to give our boys a 
chance to show what is in them? 

And the colored boy? 

How is his energy going to be used? 

The women and girls of every walk 
in life in Vienna were canning all the 
fruit and vegetables that they did not 
use in August and September of 1914. 

What are Atlantans going to do 
about our surplus crops for 1918? 

Vienna organized immediately. 

I have this upon good authority. 

A plea came to the department of 
home gardens urging the above article 
and request for ‘concerted and well- 
orgpanized action upon the part of our 
Atlanta women and children. This 
plea came from an American woman 
who was spending the first year of the 
war in Austria, 

IT told her that we had been organized 
for two years on a small scale, and 
that our city federation had taken un- 
der its wing over six hundred children 
who were determined to be recognized 
for having done Atlanta one good turn 
—setting the style for industry and 
common sense in the home and on the 
streets. I told her that we had already 
planted one vacant lot, and divided it 
into fifty-five small plots to satisfy the 
greed of certain youngsters who liked 
radishes and could not ae enough upon 
the home table, but that if we were 
ever really needed in the scheme of 
things abroad, I knew that Atlantans 
would never be found idle if they once 
realized the necessity of éarnest effort. 

And I was right. 

Vacant lots around Vienna may be 
green, but Atlanta lots are now under 
the process of cultivation under the 
able direction of Mrs. Alfred Wilson, 
chairman of the vacant lots committee 
for the City federation. 

Fob ta minds run in the same chan- 
nel.” 

Different organizations in our city 
and many different business houses 
have long ago realized the necessity for 
an “Atlanta Beautiful,” but after study- 
ing our own social condition in con- 
gested districts for years, one is neces- 
sarily impressed with the realization 
that an “Atlanta Useful” should be 
made a great issue, especially since our 
president and governor are looking to 
us to meet the food crisis with well- 
tended home gardens.

RESTRICTIONS PLACED 
ON SUING RAILROADS 


Must Sue in Home Districts or 
at Place Where Acci- 
dent Occurred. 


as de- 


The United States railroad adminis- 
tration, through the office of Director 
General William G. McAdoo, has issued 
an order that all suits against carriers 
while under federal control, must. be 
brought in the county or district where 
the plaintiff resides of in the county or 
district where the cause of action 


arose. 

This order, it was stated at the of- 
fice of C. H. Markham, regional] direc- 
tor of railroads for the southeast, has 
been rendered necessary by the large 
amount of time which is lost and ex- 
pense which is-entailed annually by 
the various roads by reason of suits in 
which their employees are compelled to 
appear as witnesses and which are fre- 
quently brought in counties and states 
far distant from the scene of the origi- 
nal cause of suit, and in many cases 
distant from.the territory of the road 
involved. 

Markham Comments on Order. 

In commenting upon the new order, 
Mr. Markham said: : 

“This is a most reasonable and necessary 
order. Not only do such suits greatly in- 
terfere with the operation of railroads and 
the handling of important traffic, but they 
increase the expense of the railroads in 
consuming the time of employees, in neces- 
sitating the employment of outside counsel 
in addition to their regular salaried at- 
torneys, and in other ways. There is an 
additional strong reason from the standpoint 
The practice of suing rail- 
they have no lhnes 
and do no business, and where plaintiffs 
do not reside, 
counties a large expense for the trial in their 
courts of cases not governed by their laws, 
not concerning the Interests of their citi- 
zens, and in which neither the state nor 
the county has any interest whatever. 

‘‘Where courts are busy they congest the 
docket and cause delay in th® administra- 
tion of justice by making those who have 
a right to use the judicial machinery wait 
upon those who have no such right. For 
example a resident of Minnesota with a 
claim against an Indiana line prefers, for 
some undisclosed reason, to sue in Atlanta. 
Atlanta has neither responsibility for nor 
interest in such a case, and yet her judges 
and court officers, her jurymen, all paid 
by you, her courthouse built and main- 
tained by you, are monopolized by this case 
for days or perhaps weeks, all at your 
expense. Meanwhile your own people who 
have cases which legitimately belong here 
must walt. Their only privilege is to 
complain of the law's delay. I am told 
that in some states there are statutes which 
prevent it. 

‘There is no difficulty In making the order 
effective. While the act does not prohibit 
suits and judgments, it does prohibit their 
enforcement. If anyone insists on suing in 
spite of this order the railroad administra- 


‘tion will make no provision for payment of 


the judgments, and the plaintiff will be 

unable to collect. I hope claimants and 

counsel will thoroughly understand this.”’ 
McAdoo's Order. 


The order, which is known ag Gen- 
eral Order No. 18, and which is signed 


by Director McAdoo, reads as follows: 


Whereas the act of congress approved 
March 21, 1918, entitled an act to provide 
for the operation of transportation system 
while under federal contro) provides (sec- 
tion 10) ‘“‘That carriers while under fed- 
eral control shall be subject to all laws and 
liabilities as common carriers, whether aris- 
ing under state or federal laws or at com- 
mon law, except in so far as may be in- 
consistent with the provision of this 5!

control,"’ and 

Whereas it appears that suits against 
the carriers for personal injuries, freight 
and damage claims, are being brought in 
states and jurisdictions far remote from the 
place where plaintiffs reside or where the 
cause of action arose; the effect thereof 
being that men operating the trains engaged 
in hauling war materials, troops, munitions 
or supplies are required to leave their trains 
and attend court as witnesses, and travel 
sometimes for hundreds of miles from their 
work, necessitating absence from their trains 
for days and sometimes for a. week or 
more; which practice is highly prejudicial 
to the just interests of the government and 
seriously interferes with the physical oper-

70 FRUIT AND CROPS 


Heavy Frosts of Three Nights 
Exact Slight Toll in 
Georgia. 


Heavy frosts that for three nights 
past covered the greater part of the 
state of Georgia exacted very slight 
toll from farmers and fruit growers. 
Reports made to the state entomolo- 
gist, A. C. Lewis, Saturday, Indicated 
that vegetables and cotton were not 
at all seriously injured and that dam- 
age to fruit, which may have been ex- 
perienced, has not yet become apparent. 

The reports came from the vicinity 
of Thomasville in south Georgia and 
from Cornelia in north Georgia, as well 
as from men in the fields in other parts 
of the state. Without exception they 
were optimistic. 

In north Georgia, around Cornelia, 
there is not as yet any apparent inju 

Mr. Lewis said, 
however, that peaches frequently are 
injured from cold weather, but that the 
injury or damage may not show up for 
several weks. It is considered possi- 
ble, therefore, that some of the fruit 
crop may have been killed. 

On the other hand, past experiences 
and observations under similar condi- 
tions indicate that the damage will 
probably not amount to any more than 
a thinning of the crop and this will 
be an advantage. Too much fruit had 
set to mature properly, the state en- 
tomoligist said. 

In south Georgia the frosts were less 
important and their effects, which 
would be apparent in vegetables and 
other green-growing things, were not 
serious.

Scriptures ante-dating the Savior’s 
life plainly aver that the 
Atonement to be made by Him was 
to be a vicarious sacrifice, voluntary 
and love-inspired on His part, and uni- 


‘versal in its application so far as hu- 


man-kind would avail themselves of 
its beneficent means. These condi- 


‘tions were confirmed by the personal 
‘affirmations of the embodied Christ, 
‘and are attested by Scriptures post- 
dating the tragic consummation on 
“Calvary. 
> .. The concept of vicarious service, in 
' which one may act or officiate for and 
4n behalf of another, is as oid as the 
-Tace., 


It is, however, fundamentally 
opposed to the unscriptural assump- 
tion that.the merits of one man may 


' be accounted to the cancellation of 
'-another’s sins. 


Scriptures’ both an- 
cient and modern, the traditions of the 
human family, the rites of altar sacri- 


fice, and even the sacrileges of heath- 


en idolatry’ involve the basal concep- 
tion of vicarious atonement. This 


P. ’ principle, of Divine establishment in 


its original and pncorrupted form, was 
revealed to Adam (Pearl of Great 
Price, Moses 5:5-8), who offered sac- 
rifices in the similitude of the then 
future death of the Lamb of God, and 
was taught and practiced by later 
prophets down to the time of Christ. 

The Scriptures relieve us from the 
assumption that any ordinary mortal, 
by voluntarily giving up his life even 
as a martyr to the best of causes, could 
become a ransom for the sins of his 
fellows and a-victor over death. Jesus 
Christ, though He lived and died as 
‘one of the human family, was of 
unique nature. ‘Never has another 
such as He walked the earth. Christ 
was the only Being among all the em- 
bodied spirit-children of God suited to 
and acceptable as the great sacrifice of 
atonement, in these definite and dis- 
tinct respects: 

1. He was the One chosen and fore- 
ordained in the heavens for this spe- 
cific service. : 

' 9 He was and is the Only Begotten 
of the Father in the body, and there- 
fore the only Being ever born to earth 
who possessed in, their fullness the 
inherent attributes of both Godhood 
and manhood. : 

2 He was and is the one and only 
sinless Man who has lived in mor- 
tality. 

Concerning our Lord’s foreordina- 
tion as the Redeemer and Savior, He 
‘has given us personal testimony with 
which the utterances of prophets who 
lived before His birth and apostles who 
taught after His death are in har- 
mony. Twenty-two centuries before 
the meridian of time, the then unem- 
bodied Christ revealed Himself to a 
Book of Mormon prophet, saying, “Be- 
hold | am he who was prepared from 
the foundation of the world to redeem 
my people. Behold, | am Jesus Christ.” 


(Book of Mormen, Ether 3:14). Untaq 
Moses the Father spake, saying: “Thou 
art In the similitude of mine only Be- 
gotten, and mine only Begotten is and 
shall be the Savior.”. (Moses 1:6). 
These Scriptures are in accord with 
Peter’s testimony of Christ as “a 
Lamb without blemish and without 
spot, who verily was foreordained be- 
fore the foundation of the world.” (1 
Peter 1:19-20). 


: As the Eternal Father’s Only Begot- 


ten Son in the flesh, Christ possessed 
the inborn power to withstand death 
indefinitely, and this just as naturally 
as that He, being the offspring of a 
mortal mother, should derive the ability 
to die. Jesus Christ inherited through 
the operation of the natural law of 
heredity the physical, mental and spir- 
itual attributes of His parents—the 
Father immortal and glorified, the 
mother human. He could not be slain 
until His hour had come, the hour in 
which He would voluntarily give up 
His life, and permit His own decease 
as an act of will. How else are His 
definite asseverations concerning Him- 
self to be construed? Consider for ex- 
ample this: “Therefore doth my Fa- 
ther love me, because | lay down my 
life, that | might take it again. No 
man taketh it from me, but | tay it 
down of myself. I have power to lay 
it down, and | have power to take it 
again.” (John 10:17-18). And fur- 
ther: “For as the Father hath life in 
Himself, so hath He given to the Son 
‘to have life in Himself.” (John 5:26). 
| Christ died, not as other men have 
died and shall die, because of inability 
to escape death, but for a specia] pur- 
pose by voluntary surrender. Thus, 
the atoning sacrifice was no usual 
death of an ordinary man, but the de- 
cease of One who had the power to 
live.. It was a sacrifice, indeed! 

As a sinless Man Christ was exempt 
from the dominion of Satan, and was 
sublimely conscious of His own per- 
fect probity. He challenged assailants 
with the pertinent demand, “Which of 
you convinceth me of sin?” (John 
8:46); and in.the hour of His entrance 


! 


into Gethsemane solemnly averred: 


“The prince of this world cometh, and 
hath nothing in me.” (John 14:30), 

Had our Lord died as the result of 
Satan’s power over Him through trans- 
gression, His death would have been 
but an individual experience, expiatory 
in no degree of any offenses but His 
own. His absolute freedom from spot 
or blemish of sin made Him eligible. 
His humility and willingness rendered 
Him acceptable as the propitiatory 
sacrifice for the sins of the world. In 
these respects, a8 in that of His hav- 
ing life in Himself and therefore pow- 
er over death, He was of a status ab- 
solutely unique among men. With this 
knowledge spake the ancient Hebrew 
prophet, saying: “As the Lord God 
liveth, there is none othér name given 
under heaven, save it be this Jesus 
Christ of which | have spoken, where. 
by man can be saved.” (Book of Mor- 
mon, 2 Nephi 25:20). )

Why Geo to Extremes? 

It has been suggested to me by my friend, 
; Flinn, that many Americans are de- 
, terred from praying to God for the success 
| of our cause on account of a revulsion from 
| the arrogant attitude of the kaiser, acting 
as the self-appointed vice-regent of the Al- 
mighty. But, why go from one extreme to 
another? Why cease trying to co-operate 
with God just because someone else under- 
takes the diabolical task of trying to use 
God to carry out his own selfish and hellish 
| purposes? Why allow the kaiser to dictate 
our religion and drive us from the true God 
because he worships a false one? Why 
should hypocrisy, conscious or unconscious, 
drive us to atheism? Why refuse to believe 
that God wills true democracy, a govern- 
ment of a God-inspired people, and the 
reign of righteousness, peace and joy on 
earth, just because someone else, and that 
one the Kaiser, presumes to interpret God's 
will in favor of himself and the German 
people? Why refuse to pray for democracy 
merely because someone else prays fom au- 
tocracy? Why not take Lincoln’s position, 
that, instead of assuming that God is on 
our side, we should aim to get on God’s 
side? 

Another thing that seems not only to 
puzzle, but actually to paralyze many peo- 
ple, is the fact that both sides are praying 
opposite prayers to the same God. What of 
it? Quit praying altogether? If we have 
not got a cause that is worth praying for, 
let us throw it aside and get one that is. 

Can Sort Out Prayers. 

Any way, don’t you suppose God can sort 
out the prayers that ascend to His throne— 
if they should all of them actually get 
there—and answer the right ones? But 
Christian prayer is prayer in accordance 
with the will of God, and such as the Christ 
prayed in Gethsemane: ‘‘Let this cup pass 
from me; nevertheless, Thy will, not mine, 
be done;"" and the answer to that prayer 
was found not in the avoidance of the 
cross, but in the resurrection from the dead 
and the beginning of the reign of righteous- 
ness, peace and joy in the Holy Ghost. It 
may well be conceded and even insisted on 
that prayer merely that the United States 
| should beat Germany its not Christian 
4, prayer; with the qualification, ‘“‘neverthe- 
less, not my will, but Thine be done,” and 
the further qualification involved, indeed, in 
this one, that humanity, individual and in- 
ternational righteousness and true democra- 
cy are qur aims, of which we ask to be 
made worthy representatives. 

Finally, if we are going to throw over- 
board prayer altogether and take the posi- 
tion that “God is one side of the heaviest 
battalions,”’ then let us understand quite 
clearly that in so doing we have surrender- 
ed to what is said to be the German . posi- 
tion, viz.: that “Might is right.”” The man 
that takes that position need not pray that 
Germany may not win, for Germany has 
already won, so far as that man is concern- 
ed. He has surrendered body, boots and 
breeches and what soul he has, which is 
mighty little. The truth is, the first-trench 
line in this world conflict is in each one’s 
own heart. ‘This is the victory that over- 
cometh the world, even our faith.” There in 
the heart the battle is first to be fought 
and the wictory won: and there prayer 
stands as the unconquerable angel of the 
Most High. (Ephesians 6:10-18.) 


Epidemic of Dysentery 
At Surrency Reported 
At a Standstill Now 


Surrency’s epidemic of dysentery, 
which early last week had assumed 
alarming proportions with four deaths 
and 24 cases of illness in @ town of 
less than 400 people, was Saturday 
reported at a standstill by the ‘state 
board of health. Only one new case 
and no deaths have developed in the 
last three days, it was said. 

A second visit to Surrency was made 
by a representative of the state board 


on Friday, supplementary to the visit 
made by Dr. Bowdoin, the new epi- 
demiologist. On this visit, Dr. Sellers, 
bacteriologist, determined that the epi- 
demic was of the bacillary type rather 
than amoebic and his observations af- 
firmed previous contentions that the 
epidemic was fly-born, inasmuch as 
there appeared to be no other source 
from which so many people might have 
taken the disease. 

Surrency officials have been instruct- 
ed by the state board to place the 
homes affected by the disease under a 
rigid quarantine for an indefinite 
period. A general clean-up has also 
been ordered todo away as far as 
possible with the alleged spreading of 
germs by flies, of which, it is reported, 
there are large swarms in Surrency.

tant. It would take volumes to cover 
all the fine points of the game. How- 
ever, I shall endeavor, in this series of 
articles, to present e few important 
facts for the edification of interested 
fans. 

Baseball, as a sport, has a very clean 
record. Fact is, there is no room on 
the diamond for the crook. There are 
too many participants in a game for it 
ever to be “fixed.” Besides, what play- 
er would so desecrate his precious bat- 
ting or fielding average as to accept 
@ mere pittance to try to throw a game, 
especially since it would jeopardize his 
job and his chance for the “big show?” 
Every player has pride in his individ- 
ual record and is working for advance- 
ment, and as 4 rule, each one ig play- 
ing right up to the limit of his ability. 
So, forever, abandon the thought of a 
ball player selling out. 

Brains Essential. 

Many people are of the opinion that 
baseball requires only physical ability. 
But, friend, the player who does not 
use his brain is almost obsolete. To 
be a successful player one must have 
a thorough knowledge of the game, nat- 
ural ability and plenty of gray matter. 
Baseball demands quick thought and 
action, and the man with the trained 
a better chance to excel than the illit- 
erate man. A smart ball player is on 
the job every minute of the game, and 
is always ready to take advantage of 
any errors made by his opponents. 
There are many men in baseball who 
have as much speed on the bases as 
our wonderful Ty Cobb, but there are 
none who have used this asset to such 
good advantage as he. His mind is 
ever on the alert. He is never caught 
napping, but is continually outguess- 
ing the other fellow, and is always 
doing what seems to be the impossi- 
ble. 
They love to be 
brought to their feet with innumerable 
thrills and they revel in the rasping 
uncertainties of the game. So, the 
“bonehead” player soon hears the “tin- 
kle of the can” and rightly passes into 
obscurity. 

Headwork and physical development 
are not the only essential requisites of 
the successful player, but he must keep 
in condition. That is, he must have 
the required amount of sleep and he 
must not indulge in excessive drinking

Recall the case of poor “Bugs” Ray- 
mond, who is said to have had more 
natural ability than any other pitcher 
of his time. He should have had his 
place along with Mathewson, Coombs, 
Piank and Bender, but whisky was his 
master. Consequently, his success 
was blighted and his checkered career 


was shortened by an untimely death. 

The case of Rube Waddell was simi- 
lar to that of Raymond. With his 
wonderful ability he seemed destined 
to spend his baseball days in Stardom, 
but whisky made him a vagabond and 
cheated him of his birthright. 

Ball players have a hard master to 
serve—the public. Fans are too prone 
to criticise players without being fully 
acquainted with the circumstances or 
conditions. The player who is hurt 
or sick and is ‘sticking in the game 
solely on hia nerve does not escape 
the scathing criticism of the disgrun- 
tled fan, should he be so unfortunate 
as to make an error of the hand or 
judgment. ‘ 

Remember, that after all, ball play- 
ers are only human, and that they re- 
spond to the praise and encouragement 
of the stands, and that gibes of the 
thoughtless often cut them to the 
quick.

There Will Be No Trouble in 
Selling Food and Feedstuffs, 
Says Mark t Bureau. 


uvery pound of food and feed prod- 
ucts grown in Georgia in 1918 will 
find prompt and ready consumers, the 
State bureau of markets predicted Sat- 
wa 
This prediction was made incidental 
to a statement in which the bureau re- 
plies to millers and others who have 
Georgia corn amd .feeds to sell and who 
have recently complained because Geor- 
gia consumers were going out of the 
state for these supplies and were re- 
ceiving bad goods at that. 

“Frequent inquiries for Georgia corn 
are reaching the state bureau of mar- 
kets,” says this statement. “If there 
are any producers who have corn to 
sell, it would be well for them to let 
the bureau know about it. Among the 
thousands of sales of Georgia food 
products which have been effected 
through this bureau, corn has figured 
most prominently. 

“Of course, it must be apparent to 
every producer that corn, which is 
shucked, shelled and free of weevil, 
will find always a more ready and 
a better .market. 

“Not only are Georgia corn and other 
food products in good demand now, 
but there are indications that every 
pound of food and feed products grown 
in the state in 1918 will find prompt 
and ready consumers.” 

The Georgia bureau of markets is 
sending out to 4,000 Georgia farmers 
a weekly market bulletin which is free 
for the asking and which supplies them 
with market data. A sto its effective- 
ness, the following statement was Sat- 
urday submitted for publication:

How the postoffice department has 
brought about the materialization of 
plans for the initial a phy, mail 
service by airplane is graphically de- 
scribed by Castner Browder, aeronau- 
tic expert, in Motor Life for April. 

In very short time an active air- 
plane mail route will be in operation 
etween New York and Washington. 
“It was the war department which 
furnished the winning bid and took over 
the order for planes, mechanics and 
pilots to carry out the plan. When the' 
route was projected the postoffice de- 
partment asked for private bids, calling 
for five airplanes delivered not later 
than April 25. Three bids were sub- 
mitted, but none assured delivery in 
less than sixty-three days from accep- 
tance. As this was unsatisfactory to 
the authorities, the war department 
stepped in ‘soon after the bids ' were 
opened on February 25, backing up the 
Plan with its great resources in mate- 
rial and personnel. Due to the co-op- 
eration of government departments, the 
new mail service was scheduled to be- 
gin Operation by April 15 with eight 
igh-powered army machines, six in 
service and two in reserve. However,

“The army will carry on the work é

Arranging Details. 


“The government is now busy ar- 
ranging all the details of this experi- 
ment, if it may be so called. Landing 
flelds are being selected, machines pre- 
pared and specially equipped for this 
service, and pilots are being detailed | 
to the air mail. Soon the first mail 
plane, with pilot and mail clerk aboard, 
will arise from Potomac park in Wash- 
ington, carrying its three hundred 
pounds of firat-class airplane mail. It 
will quickly disappear in the north, 
and within two hours will be hovering 
over the uptown postoffice in New York 
city. When it gets on the right spot 
the mail clerk will press a button or 
pull a control wire, and the mail bags 
will drop down into a net spread in the 
hollow square around which the post- 
office is built. While porters and mail 
clerks are dragging the bags in and 
sorting letters for delivery, the plane 
will be off for a rest at Van Cortlandt 
Park, or Mineola on Long Island, or 
Governor's Island, one of which points 
will probably be selected to house these 
twentieth century Mercurys. 

‘Motor trucks will be used to carry 
the mails from the postoffices at both 
ends of the route to the waiting planes. 
Details of deliveries have not been made 
known, but it is probable that the reg- 
ular mail service will be used, giving 
the air letters precedence in the same 
way special delivery letters are now 
handled.

Shut Off From Europe by War, 
Americans Will Take Trips 
. Over This Country. 


Not even the earth-shaking boom of 
big guns and the battle din from war- 
swept Europe can drown out the se- 


ductive call of the open road, and thou- 
sands of American motorists, while 
busier than ever before in the indus- 
trial histo of this country, will an- 
swer the siren call this summer with 
blasts from automobile horns.

Men Who Failed to Return | 


Questionnaires Are Liable 
to Arrest—List of Atlanta 
Men Who Failed to Report 
for Examination. 


The exemption board for Fulton coun- 
ty has reported to local police au- 
thorities the names of seven white 
men and 15 negroes who failed to re- 


turn their questionnaires, and are 
therefore, liable to arrest and trial on 


misdemeanor charges. These men have 
not yet been listed as deserters by the 
state adjutant general, and are not, 
therefore, subject to court-martial by 
military authorities on that charge. 
Their specific offense is violation of 
the selective service regulations and 
the charge is therefore brought against 
them. 

Another list of men, both ‘white and 
colored, was presented to the state ad- 
jutant general trom the local board 
for Division No. 3 of the city of At- 
lanta. 'In the latter case the charge

Jefferson Davis Monument 


The monument to Jefferson Davis at 
Fairview, Todd county, Kentucky, where 
he was born, willl be unveiled June 3, 
1918, the one hundred and tenth anni- 
versary of the birth of the president of 
the confederacy. 

This monument in all probability will 
be the greatest the people of the south 
will ever build .to commemorate the 
courage and valor of her leaders in the 
civil war. It will rise 360 feet, thus be- 
ing higher than any monument in the 
United States save the Washington 
monument._ 

From its top it will be possible to 
view five states—Kentucky, Tennessee, 
Indiana, Illinois and Missouri. 

The elevator shaft passes up through 
the center shaft of the monument. This 
is used to lift. the material which enters 
into the construction of the monument. 
The central shaft is 20 feet square. At 
the bottom will be a room to use as a 
museum, devoted to the collection and 
preservation of souvenirs connected 
with Mr. Davis and his family. Inside 
the shaft, after it reaches the height of 
30 feet, will be inscribed the names of 
those who had a share in building the 
monument.—Southern Woman.

Our own General Pershing in his 
Christmas message home said to the 
people of the United States: 

“Help the French men by helping 
the French women and children. 
Hearten up the brave French soldiers 
by letting them know that their loved 
ones are looked after, and then the line 
at the front will never break.” 


| What the Fraternity Is. 


The organization which Mlle. Rott 
| represents is well designed to carry 
out this purpose. 

The fraternity keeps the child it 
cares for with its mother, where that 
is possible, the members of the fra- 
ternity “adopting” the children nomi- 
nally by the payment of $36 for its 
support for a year. (Ten cents keeps 
a child for a day, $3 for a month.) 

Every cent of this amount goes di- 
rectly to the care of the child. There 
is no salary or expense account for 


the organizers and the delegates. The 
latter fund is separate, and is secured 
by New York friends. 

The man or woman who adopts a 
little fatherless war victim is given 
the name and address of his particular 
ward, and receive the personal thanks 
of the child or its mother. 

Mile. Rott, who comes as delegate 
from the fraternity, of which General 
Joffre is honorary president, has re- 
ceived from the government of France 
the gold medsl for three years’ con- 
tinuous and distinguished service. She 
abandoned every tie, save that of her 
invaded country, when France needed 
her, and Mgr the wounded she has 
temporarily exchanged for the mission 
to America in the interest of the hun- 
dred thousand children who are de- 
pendent on the world’s charity. 

Mrs. Dempsey Warner, who heads 
the committee in Nashville, one of the 
many American cities already well or- 
ganized for this work, is also the 
guee of Mrs. Peel, and will speak 

riefly at the Monday meeting. She 
has written of Mlle. Rott’s address in 
Nashville, her wonderful personality, 
the beauty of her English, and the con- 
vincing nature of her message. 


The highest recommendations from 


the French war office and civic council 
preceded her coming to America. She 
will return to France this month.

MUSIC. 

Modest Altschuler, conductor of the 
Russian Symphony orchestra, to be 
heard at the Auditorium on the 25th. 
has been one of the strongest factors in 
the development of American interest 
in Russian music. ‘ 

He has :ncluded on his two programs 
for Atlanta (there will be a mati- 
nee and a night performance) a great 
deal of what is recognized as the best 
the Russians have produced, and other 
things which are extreme novelties 
still, but will have every chance to 
establish themselves in public favor 
through the splendid medium of Alt- 
schyler’s band. 

In an interview accorded the other 
day in New York, the conductor dwelt 
at jength on the beauty and interest- 
ing qualities of these new works, which 
have recently come to him from Russia. 

“One of the prime novelties Which 
I shall have to offer,” said Mr. Alt- 
schuler, “is a symphonic poem, entitled | 
‘Les Fantomes,’ by Alexander Iurassow- 
sky, a composer hitherto unknown, who 
writes in a brilliant fashion after the 
style of the new Russian school. 

“Ilga Satz contributes what I am 
sure-will be a veritable sensation,” he 
continued with enthusiasm. “It is 
called ‘The Dance of the Goats,’ an odd | 
title, don’t you think?

Not so very long ago a letter was received at the administration building 
of the Y. M. C. A’s at Camp Gordon in which it was asked to tell, in three 
hundred words, something of the work the Army Y. M. C. A. is doing for the 
soldiers at Camp Gordon. Three secretaries refused to accept the responsibility, 
and it was only after urgent requests that a fourth one consented “to tell 
something” of the work the association is doing for the boys. 

. Social work, unlike any other, is the hardest to put in black and white 
for the information of the public simply because a great deal of it can never 
De put in writing. We all know what love is, nearly every one of us has felt 
ite influence, yet of all that has been said and written probably no human hand 
has ver been able or will ever be able to put in writing, for instance, the 


love of a mother for her children. 


In social work the material side plays the least part, and since it can be 
meageured it can, therefore, be recorded, whereas the major portion of it is 
immaterial and, like the love of the mother, it cannot be measured or recorded. 
As one of the secretaries put it, “doing personal work among the soldiers, 
winning them over on the side of Christ, to me, is the greatest pleasure that 
may ever come to my life, and I do this because of my love for my fellow men.” 
To be sure you can define love, but definitions do not express feelings.

A. ‘Square Deal for the Babies. 
‘ The president of the United States, the secretary of labor, the Council 
of National Defense, the United States Child bureau, and all the state health 


departments of the country have joined in a crusade to get a square deal for 


the children .of the nation, 300,000 of whom, under five years of age, died the 
first year of the war. : 

One-half of these deaths, it, is estimated, might have been prevented 
by proper care. | 

This fact, the infant mortality of children, coupled with the fact of the 
alarming number of men who have been found physically unfit to serve their 
country in the. army and the navy, makes both timely and vitally important 
the national campaign for saving the babies, and the stirring up of those 
directly or indirectly concerned with the health conditions of the nation as 
they extend through states, counties and communities. 

The campaign of saving, which began April 6, has no connection with 
any previous movement of the kind formulated or directed by any organi- 
zation, society, congress, magazine, publication company, or newapaper. 

It is inspired and directed by the United States goverment, and to be 
pushed through a plan formulated by the United States Child bureau, and 
the Woman’s Committee Council of National Defense, elsewhere in this 
department is the indorsement of the plan expressed by the president. 

‘ Georgia’s quota of babies to be saved is 3,500 that many having died 
last year of preventable diseases in this state. One of the diseases mentioned 

is hookworm, which is directly traceable to insanitary living—a condition of 

polluted soil—which is disgraceful, and yet a condition easily avoided. 

One of the first mediums through which the plan for saving babies is to 
be pushed is through the making of good laws governing good health. 

In the words of a late influential Georgia politician, “Georgia has done 
done that,” and she has a law that, if enforced in every county, would assure 
this commonwealth being the healthiest in the world. 

But Georgia’s health law (more generally known as the Ellis bill) is not 
enforced, except in an exceptional number of counties. A glance at the 
health map in the offices of the health department of the state capitol show 
counties enough ignoring the enforcement of the health law to leave no doubt 
in the minds of surveyors that 3,500 babies might have died last year, or 
may die this year, whereas little intelligent consideration is given the matter 
of public health. 

' In a state of Georgia’s climatic advantages and natural resourcefulness; 
in a state with a school system which gives the people of every county a 
chance to know how to live decently, there is no excuse that can be given in 
this (the twentieth) century—for the number of people who died in this 
state last year of preventable diseases; nor for the number of young men, 
volunteering and drafted for the army and navy, being turned down as phys- 
ically unfit to serve their country. 

But the time has come for a renaissance of the best Georgia has in her 
to meet every call of the nation in the near crisis, and the practical step to 
take first is to build up her best asset—the health of her people. 

The child-saving campaign is the plan to be followed. It touches upon 
every department of health as it relates to the individual before and after his 
birth, and there is no movement which the war crisis has brought forth which 
is more vitally timely and important than this one. 

_ In Georgia, as in every state of the union, the campaign will be pushed 
through the agency of the state health department and the Woman’s Com- 
mittee Council of National Defense, which has an organization in every 
county. Upon the activities of these local committees and the response and 
co-operation of individual people in each community the success of the “chil- 
dren's year” depend. Let it not fail in Georgia. 

Rather let Georgia realize the truth of the great Britisher who recently 
said: “The future and strength of the nation unquestionably depend upon the 
vitality of the child, upon his health and development, and upon his education 
and equipment for citizenship. Great and far-reaching issues have their 
origin and some of their inspiration in him. Yet ina certan though narrow 
sense everything depends upon his physique. If that be sound, we have the 
rock upon which a nation and a race may be built; if that be impaired, we 
lack that foundation and build on the sand.” 


Dietetics---and Corn Bread 


“Dietetics,” meaning the kind of cooking required for people in hospitals, 
or dependent upon careful feeding, has become one of the most important 
departments in the various ones being promoted by the American Red Cross 
society, as a part of the training every woman should have whether she gives 
service to her country in military hospitals here or abroad, or if she is called 
upon to do that nursing at home, which is being found necessary even now in 
rapid depletion of the trained nursing force, going to meet the war demands. 

The dietetic department is one of the integral departments of the well- 
equipped hospital in times of war or peace, and it is one of the weakest de- 
partments at present in the hospitals of this section. Hospitals, public and 
private, have in too many cases inadequate facilties in their department of 
dietetics,-and the condition is growing to an alarming extent. 

If there has been this lack of well-equipped individuals to keep up this 
department of dietetic work, even before the war crisis, it can be understood 
that the need for people equipped in this line is a crying need of the moment— 
therefore the great practicability of the local chapters of the Red Cross 
giving every opportunity to the women of communities where the Red Cross 
is to equip themselves in a knowledge of dietetics. The Atlanta chapter of 
the Red Cross is especially stressing at the present moment the importance 
of the dietetic classes now being organized, and all women desiring to enter 
them are asked to register at the Red Cross House, 258 Peachtree. 

In connection with the subject of dietetics comes the urgent necessity 
for the woman at the head of the home of the community to take advantage 
of the opportunity that is going to be given her to learn something about 
gvod plain cooking in which so many women of today are woefully deficient. 
Time and again state health departments have called upon organized women 
to put a premium on good cooking—that half the illnesses of grown-ups, and 
much of the mortality of children, comes from malnutrition due to the ignor- 
‘ance women have of food values and the way to prepare them. 

Now the woman, in the great obligation being impressed upon her to 
“keep the home fires burning,” has devolving upon her the duty of seeing that 
the family is nourished. She must learn that food conservation does not 
necessarily mean fasting and abstinence, but the eating of the right foods and 
their right preparation. may not be the job that every one likes, but 
it is her job at the present moment, and the woman who learns her lesson 
in this direction and practices it is the real patriot. 

It is up to her to see that the men who are left behind to fight this part of 
the battle over here—the battle of food producing, ship building, and money 
making, is properly equipped by good food for his job, and that the lunch or 
dinner pail is not heavy with greasy, soggy, badly-prepared food, but tempt- 
ing with the right kind of well-prepared food. 

In their effort to impress upon people the great value of corn bread, in 
the absence of wheat, certain people have become more or less sentimental 
about it, and there has been much said about the virtues of the simple food 
it stands for, its wholesomeness, etc. Yet if not properly made there is 


nothing warranted to kill so quickly as a faithful indulgence of man or woman | 


in badly made cornbread: Not properly mixed, soaked in grease, or poisoned 
with a pinch of “this” or “that” ingredient, cornbread lands on the digestive 
organs like a brickbat—and is apt to stay there in a life and death struggle. 

There are the fewest of the few people who know how to make real 
cornbread, and the bread now being advocated and made of wheat substitutes, 
but every woman in every county in Georgia is going to be given the oppor- 
tunity to learn how, and it would not be amiss for men as well as -.women 
to learn how to do it. The county demonstration agents of Georgia, 
under the direction of the food administration, will teach the lesson, and 
the women of the county council units of the Woman’s Committee, Council of 
Defense, are going to aid the county agents in giving publicity to the ways 
and means of the learning. 

Mrs. Charles J. Haden, chairman of the Fulton County Council of De- 
fense, in conference with Miss Floy Shannon, is formulating a plan through 
which the work can be accomplished, and every woman in every community 
is to be given the opportunity to learn the way to do the good plain cooking 
which the work can be accomplished, and every woman in every community 
their part of winning the: war at home. 

The plan will be put in the hands of the county demonstrators and chair- 
men of county units co-relating the various forces now at work in a general 
plan of food production, food conservation and finally home economics, and

“By this test it is proposed to ascer- 
tain the physical fitness of the nation’s 
children of pre-school age. No such test 
of children of this age has ever been 
made in this country. The children’s 
bureau has devised what will beeboth 
an opportunity to take thought in time 
and the means to get a rough gauge 
of the physical condition of our young 
children. 

“It is hoped that in each state the 
appropriate committees on child wel- 
fare will see to it that this test is car- 
ried out in every community in the 
state. 

A Record. 


“A record card has been made by |}. 


the children’s bureau. This card will 
be arranged in duplicate so that one- 
half can be sent back to the children’s 
bureau and one-half kept by the par- 
ents. Where possible, the card should 
me filled out,;by physicians or trained 
nurses. «Where parents cannot take 
their children to an examining station 
they may get the cards and then can 
make the records themselves. The fair 
standard for children of a given age will 
be printed on each card. Thus parents 
can judge for themselves of the de- 
velopment of their children. Any great 
deviation from this standard may be 
regarded as a warning. Children who 
vary from it should be carefully look- 
ed after: if possible, a phvsician should 
see each one of such children. Litera- 
ture will be sent county chairmen 
through your state chairman.

If there 
is any one man above another in American 
public life today whose official record is the 
highest proof of his worth, that man is 
Josephus Daniels, secretary of the navy. 


UNWORTHY OF ATLANTA. 


“Small wonder,” writes Ernest H. Rus- 
sell, an Atlanta business man, in a commu- 
nication appearing recently in The Consti- 
tution, “that talk of bond issues meets with 
so little approval under the present system 
of management of the city’s affairs!” 

This “system of management” would in- 
dicate, he says, that Atlanta’s citizens “still 
think of it as a village, and elect their rep- 
resentatives accordingly.” 

But he does not blame the system alto- 
gether for the city’s faults, charging them 
in no small measure to men; then he bol- 
sters his position by citing the recent action 
of city council in filling the vacancy caused 
by the death of the late city warden. 
Briefly, the facts as he gives them are 
these: 

Atlanta has been paying its city warden 
a salary of $150 a month—*“certainly,” he 
says, “a reasonable one.” For some years 
the assistant warden’s position has been 
very efficiently filled by a most competent 
woman, whose long tenure and application 
to duty has rendered her peculiarly capable. 
When the warden died the position was 
tendered his assistant. The tender was ac- 
cepted and the promotion made; but when 
the new warden asked for a raise in salary, 
council balked. The assistant warden had 
beén receiving $55 a month; she asked for 
only $45 a month more, which would leave 
her salary still $50 a month less than was 
paid her predecessor for doing precisely the 
same work that she is now doing. 

~ But council demurred, and refused to 
grant the increase on the ground, as Mr. 
Russell puts it, that $100 a month is “too 
much money for a woman to be paid;” and, 


‘therefore, he says, “she must continue to 


serve the city for the magnificent salary of 
$55 a month, or seek elsewhere!” 
* Such a policy is shameful and Iniquitous! 
Nothing less can be said of it. 
The idea that a woman’ should be ex: 


‘pected to do the same amount and character 


of work that was formerly done by a man, 
but merely because she is a woman instead 
of being a man, that she should be paid Jess 
for the services rendered than was her 
masculine predecessor betokens an antedi- 
luvian, cave-man conception of the fitness 
of things, and an utter lack of the spirit of 
justice and fair play! 

The principle that “the laborer is worthy 
of his hire” is as old as civilization: and it 
is a shameful disgrace for a city in this mod- 
ern day of enlightenment to violate that 
principle, and especially to make a woman 
the victim of such violation! 

The present city warden either is com- 
petent for the position she holds or else she 
is not. If she is not competent, Atlanta 
does not want—cannot afford—to retain her 
in office at any price, not even if she would 
serve for nothing. On the other hand, if she 
is competent she is entitled to the full going 
emoluments of the office; and it is exceed- 
ingly mean on the part of the city to penal- 
ize her for the accident of sex, and to use 
that to its own financial aggrandizement 
under the threadbare, trite, much-abused 
pretense of “economy!” 

For shame on such “economy!” 

Pay this woman what she is worth to the 
city! Pay her the services she renders, 
and om a par with what she would be paid 
were she a man! 

But by all means do not expect her to 
do $150 worth of work for $55 just because 
she happened to be born a female. 


TO PROMOTE MINING. 


Secretary of the Interior Franklin K. 
Lane has recommended to congress the en- 
actment of a bill appropriating $50,000,000 
to promote the mining of “minerals neces- 
sary in the manufacture of war materials.” 

Practically all of such minerals abounti 
in the United States, although this country 
now obtains its supply of them largely from 
South America and Europe because our 
home deposits lack development. 

Especially are many of such minerals 
abundant in Georgia, such, for instance, as 
pyrites, manganese, bauxite, graphite, etc., 
but the amount being mined is compara- 
tively insignificant. 

This state, especially the northern part 
of it, should be a fertile field for the pros- 
pector, but the uncertainty of returns has 
in the past been so great as to discourage 
that line of endeavor, and now there are so 
many other fields of endeavor in which the 


returns are both satisfactory and certain 


that the efficient prospector is loth to “take 
to the hills.” 
_ ‘Therefore, as a war measure, Secretary 
Lane would have the government provide a 
fund of $60,000,000 “from which financia] 
assistance would be given to prospectors in 
developing the mining of these minerals.” 

While the measure, of course, has the 
whole country and no particular section of 
it in view, the southeast and Georgia would 
stand to benefit by it as much as, if not 
more than, any other specific section or 
state; and the benefit would not be confined 
to the duration of the war, but would extend 
on indefinitely into the future. 

The Georgia Chamber of Commerce has 
for a long while been active in behalf of

CORN AND THE MARKET. 


J. J. Brown, state commissioner of agri- 
culture, in a commuhicution appearing elae- 
where upon this page, admonishes the farm 
ers of Georgia to raise the maximum of food 
crops this year, and assures them a ready 
demand and good price for every pound 
they can produce. 

Commissioner Brown's communication 
was suggested by a card from O. L. Cowan, 
a miller of Doraville, Ga., appearing in The 
Constitution Friday, which, he feared, might 
leave the impression that Georgia mer 
chants are unwilling to trade in Georgia- 
grown foodstuffs. He assures the farmers 
of Georgia that there are “Georgia consum- 
ers ready to take every available bushel of 
Georgia corn on the farms today;” and, as 
for the 1918 crop, that “I can conscientiously 
assert . . that there will be a ready de- 
mand for every bushel, every pound, of food 
and feed crops grown in this state.” 

Which goes to show that there is no pos- 
sible reason in the world why any ‘Georgia 
farmer should hesitate to plant a maximum 
acreage in food and feed crops this spring, 
to the end that henceforth the importation 
of such products into Georgia will be neg: 
ligible. 

As Commissioner Brown, who is better 
posted on such matters ‘than, perhaps, any 
other man in the state, well says: “No 
farmer who does his duty in this emergency 
(that is, who raises every pound of food- 
stuffs it is possible for him to produce) will 
have cause to regret it from a financial or 
any other standpoint.” : 


U. S. ON BUDGET BASIS. 


As a part of its war program it is to be 
hoped congress will take some sort of favor- 
able action on the federal budget system 
bill, which -has been pending for some 
months, and of which Medill McCormick, 


congressman-at-large from Illinois, is the 
author. 

It is a bill that, whether or not it even 
approaches perfection as it stands, at least 
points the way to a governmental fiscal 
reform that this country needs, that is 
wholesome, and that would operate to the 
distinct advantage of the American tax- 
payers during the years of peace to come, 
as well as during the war. 

Furthermore, it is a reform that is bound 
to come. In fact, the United States is the 
laggard of all of the great powers in adopt: 
ing the annual budget system principle, 
which is rapidly coming into favor by the 
various state governments, and by the cities 
of this country. And it can truthfully be 
said that no governmental unit that ever 
adopted the budget system has subsequently 
discarded it and returned to the old slipshod, 
hit-or-miss, devil-may-care, grab-bag policy 
which preceded it. 

Under Congressman McCormick’s plan 
the secretary of the treasury would lay out 
the nation’s annual financial program, based 
upon the estimates of the various depart- 
ments and bureaus, and draw the bills nec- 
essary to provide revenue. He would not, 
however, have authority to revise the esti- 
mates of the navy and war departments; 
they, dealing exclusively to national de- 
fense, would remain under the direct con- 
trol of, congress. The president would be 
required to approve the budget, and to 
recommend its passage. Thus the Dill 
would make the president responsible for 
the financial program; but congress would 
not be deprived of its constitutional right to 
appropriate money and to control finance. 

As matters stand, there are nine im- 
portant committees of the house that re- 
port out bills carrying appropriations. In 
place of those committees the McCormick 
bill would substitute one “budget commit- 
tee,” composed of forty members, which 
would have power to propose reductions in 
estimates, but it would not have power to 
propose increases or to add new items ex- 
cept upon the recommendation of the sec- 
rétary of the treasury, approved by the 
president, or by a two-thirds vote of its 
members. 

The plan also calls for a “committee on 
accounts and audits,” and an “auditor gen- 
eral.” That official would be appointed by 
a committee of the house, consisting of the 
speaker, the majority leader and the minor- 
ity leader; his tenure would be during good 
behavior, and he would be subject to re- 
moval only by the house. He would be 
provided with an adequate staff, and report 
in January each year to the committee on 
accounts and audit the exact fiscal status 
of every governmental department. 

All in all, the plan seems feasible, eco- 
nomical, sane and good. It is modeled to a 
large extent after the English system which 
was inaugurated by \Gladstone, and which 
has withstood the test of fifty years’ oper- 
ation in the British parliament. 


If there ever was a time when this coun- | 


try needed some means of systematizing 
and correlating its fiscal estimates and 
fixed expenditures, that time is now: and 
next year, when direct taxes will themselves 
amount to something like $3,500,000,000, the 
need for a budget system will be even more 
pressing than it ever has been before.

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Some Sidelights 
Of the Great War 


The Aland Islands. 


Bulletin ef the Bureau of Geographic 
Informatien ef the National Gee- 
graphic Society ef Washington . 


“Tf Sweden succeeds in re-acquiring the 
Aland islands while all Russia is in turmoil, 
the Bolsheviki debacle will be the proverbial 
political ill-wind blowing good to the Scan- 
dinavians,’ says a war geography bulletin 
issued today from the Washington head- 
quarters of the National Geographic Society. 

“For more than 200 years the Aland 
islands, which are situated like a cork in 
the wide mouth of the Gulf of Bothnia, have 
been a sort Alsace-Lorraine question between 
the Swedes and the Russians. After having 
passed back and forth several times, they 
were finally ceded to Russia in 1809. Dur- 
ing the reign of Nicholas I. they were strong- 
ly fortified, a move most distasteful to Swe- 
den because of the fact that the islands oc- 
cupy a strong strategic position with re- 


spect to Stockholm, the Swedish capital, which 4 


is less than 100 milea to the southwest from 
Bomarsund, the chief fortification of the 
islands. 

“These fortifications were short-lived. In 
1854, during the Crimean war, a  Franco- 
British fleet, under Sir Charles Napier and 
Baraquay d’Hilliers, destroyed the works, 
and since that time the islands have re- 
mained unfortified, in accordance with an 
international agreement. 

“The Aland group, 
from the 


which is separated 


by Skiftet sound, is composed of some 300 
islands and rocky islets, the total area of 
which is not more than 550 square miles. 
The largest island, Aland (a name signify- 


ing ‘land of streams’), is almost as large as ° 


all the others combined, having an area of 
247 miles (about twice the size of Martha's 
Vineyard). 

“Cattle raising and fishing are the chief 
occupations of the 25,000 people who live 
on the islands. Some cereals (barley and 
oats) are grown on the thin soil, and there 
are a few forests of birch, spruce and fir. 
“The chief town of the islands is Marie- 
hamm, an attractive little bathing resort hav- 
ing a population of 1,400. In times of 
peace a daily steamer service is maintained 
between this port ‘and Abo, the oldest and 
historically the most interesting city in Fin- 
land. The voyage from Abo to Mariehamm 
takes about 10 hours. 

“It was in the waters adjacent to the 
Aland islands that Peter the Great’s navy 
won its first important victory, defeating the 
Swedes in 1717. 

“Only about 90 of the 300 islands are in- 
habited, and the fisherfolk, in the main, are 
of Swedish descent.

It is 
doing this every week, and Georgia corn is 
one of the most freqtent products bought 
and sold through information contained in 
this bulletin.

There is no question about the lack of 
wisdom shown by George Creel in his recent 
address before a number, of lecturers pre- 
paring to embark on an Americanization 
campaign. Were it not that President Wil- 
son “sticketh closer than a brother” by one 
of his friends he would be removed under 
the present storm of criticism that is sweep- 
ing through the office of the chairman of 
the committee on public information. As 
it is, however, the president will stick by 
him just as long as he can cdnsistently do 
so: and will excuse indiscretion just as long 
as the laws of propriety will admit. 

Please mark the limitation. 

The president will mot condone actual 
wrong. He will not temporize with infidelity. 
He will show no patience withalack of per- 
sonal] or political integrity. But in this inStance 
where a trusted government official, sup- 
posed to be the mouthpiece of the administra- 
tion, has merely shown a lack of commenda- 
ble regard for discreetness, the president will 
give him another round if he can. 

Creel may resign. It is today suggest- 
ed on every side; but without a good basis. 
Ten thousand dollars a year is no mean 
salary to begin with: and the honor of be- 
ing the head of the bureau of public infor- 
mation—a misnomer, heaven knows'—is too 
alluring for George Creel to surrender un- 


less he ig forced to do so.

How the Uproar 
Started. 


Let’s see the beginning of all this uproar-— 

In the first place, George Creel’s bureau, 
the “committee on public information,” is 
a department of the government under the 
war reorganization plan, that is supposed to 
disseminate information that is effictal, and 
ready for publication. The committee ts 
composed of the chairman, Mr. Creel, named 
by the president, and the secretary of state, 
secretary of war and secretary of the navy. 
The committee has something like one hun- 
dred people employed, including clerks and 
stenographers, and costs the taxpayers of 
America, in this day of trying demands, ap- 
proximately a million dollars a year. It 
publishes daily an official bulletin, the con- 
tents of which have been made public by 
the various department publicity depart- 
ments twenty-four to forty-eight hours in 
advance of this bulletin. Consequently its 
news Value is negative. It is not a bureau 
of censorship, as each department, war, 
navy, state and even collateral branches to 
these—and they run into the scores—main- 
tains a publicity department; and anything 
given out by the respective publicity de- 
partments is accepted by the press, and even 
by the bureau of public information, as offi- 
cial; and withput further subjection to cen- 
sorship. 

It may be considered a clearing house for 
officially stemped news—after the said 
news has already broken for the up-to-the- 
minute newspaper correspondents several | 
hours earlier—but the fact is the state de- 
partment refuses to clear any of its press 
copy through the Creel bureau; therefore it 
cannot be relied upon from that standpoint. 

Just what it seeks to accomplish, there- 
fore, or hopes to accomplish, is problemat- 
ical unless it is regarded as a propaganda 
factory. Viewed from that point, it may or 
may not be justifiable. I shall not discuss 
that question. Certain it is, the chairman, 
Mr. Creel, must learn his lesson better, or 
the propagandist will sooner or later be 
swept into the rapids of the ungovernable 
tide of his own propaganda. 


Let’s get down to his own words— 
s * . - + 


What Creel Said 
And Meant. 


‘I will be proud to my dying day that 
my country wes inadequately prepared 
when it entered the conflict. To have 
been prepared would have given the 
lie to everything we ourselves believed 
in and to our self-avowed position be- 
fore the world.” 

These are words among other indiscreet 
remarks accredited to the efficial censor in 
the address referred to. They must read 
as they were spoken because they are taken 
from The Official Bulletin, of which George 
Creel is editor. In justice to Mr, Creel, 
1 know that he referred to the fact that 
“military preparedness” is a violation of 
American traditions; but he was in the most 
charitable sence unfortunate in the construc- 
tion of his remarks, and particularly unfor- 
tunate in letting down the bars, so unnec- 
essarily, for the accentuation of party lines 


at this critical moment. 

The republicans in both branches of con- 
gress, and those who are alert to join the 
republicans as against the present admin- 
istration, were quick to grasp the oppertu- 
nity, and they are making all of the political 
capital out of it they can. It is an opportu- 
nity. No one doubts that. George Creel 
has shown the lack of judgment—indeed, he 
has shown the lack of the inborn sense at 
one of his position should show, even in nor- 
mal times.

Time Zone System 
To Be Reorganized. © 


The time zone system of this country 
to be completely reorganized.

* Magnificent Rush of French 
Saved the World When 
Gen. Gough’s Fifth Army 
Was Routed. 


GREAT GERMAN DRIVE 
HAS MISSED VICTORY 


Frank H. Simonds Shows 
‘How Hindenburg, After 
Routing a British Army, 
Was Stopped When 
French Troops Won Des- 
perate Race.

As we approach the end of the third 
week of the German offensive in Picar- 
dy, there is no mistaking the fact that 
the second battle of the Somme is rap- 
idly taking on the color and character 
of another and more gigantic Verdun 
with all that Verdun means to the Ger- 
man and allied publics. 


It is well to recall once more the 
exact circumstances under which the 
present German campaign was under- 
taken. The Germans did not attack in 
Picardy in 1918 as the French did in 
Champagne in 1915 to relieve an ally 
and with only a subordinate hope of 
breaking through. They did not at- 
tack as did the British and the French 
at the Somme, to save an imperiled 
sector of the western front, as Ver- 
dun had to be saved in July, 1916. 
They had a far more ambitious objec- 
tive than had the ill-starred Nivelle 
one year ago at the Aisne. - His maxi- 
mum purpose was to turn the German 
out of France and Haig’s hope in the 
Ypres campaign of last summer and 
fall did not go beyond the freeing of 
the Belgian coast. 


Now the Germans in their venture 
have returned to their own precedents 
of the Marne and Verdun campaig.as. 
Their offensive was a deliberate at- 
tempt to win the war by one gigantic 
thrust, and it was so advertised by 
the German press which in such in- 
stances, always speaks by the book, 
and at the dictation of the German 
army. The German set out to impuse 
a German peace upon the world by one 
more victorious campaign. ie struc): 
the British in 1918 as he struck the 
French in 1916. Before Verdun he ad- 
vertised his offensive as designed to 
“break the heart of France.” Before 
his last attack he promised to “break 
the spirit and will of Britain.” 

Ne German Profit in Gains. 

There was no permanent profit for 
the German at this time in the war in 
@ gain of territory without a rupture 
of\ the allied front. Least of all was 
there any profit in the reconquest of 
that desert he had created between the 
Scheldt, the Somme, the Scarpe and the 
Oise in his great retreat of the previous 
year. A similar advance .anywhere 
else on the front would have been in- 
calculably more disastrous to his foes, 
because it would have devastated a 
new region of France and thus added 
one more to the burdens the war has 
brought upon the French nation. 

He struck where he did because it 
was the one place in the western front 
where he could hope, given a complete 
success at the outset, to produce a sit- 
Wation out of which he might win a 
gsupreme triumph and end the war. 
I dwell upon this detail, if it be a de- 
tail, because it is essential now, and 
in the next few weeks, to keep in 
mind the German purpose. It is essen- 
tial because otherwise there may be an 
unnecessary pessimism which will have 
a bad effect. The German is bound to 
make new gains, he is almost certain 
to advance his line at points, just as 
he did at Verdun, but as at Verdun, 
the main consideration is not local 
gain, but the extent to which he real- 
izes his main purpose. 

Verdun was a failure for the German 
after he was checked on the Douau- 
mont plateau on February 26, 1916. He 
had aimed, in that campaign, to take 
Verdun with his first thrust, interpose 
between the French armies of the cen- 
tral and of the eastern groups, sepa- 
rate them and compel a general French 
retirement with the abandonment of 
geveral thousand square miles of 
French territory and an eventual re- 
sumption of the march on Paris. By 
March 1, there was-.not the smallest 
chance of a separation of French ar- 
mies, Verdun became merely a local is- 
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sue, French strategy became purely a 
problem of holding on until the British 
should be ready for their Somme ‘at- 
tack. 

The Verdun Parallel. 

French strategy realized its larger 
purpose and, by the smallest of mar- 
gins, also saved Verdun. Then the 
British attacked at the Somme on July 
1, Verdun was in extreme danger, and 
it would almost certainly have fallen 
in the next few months had there been 
no diversion of German reserves and 
artillery to the Somme battleground. 
But even the taking of Verdun in the 
summer of 1916 would not have been 
a commensurate return for Germna cas- 
ualties, amounting to between 300,000 
and 400,000. Even had Verdun fallen, 
French strategy was to hold the mass 
of the German armies in play until 
Britain could be fully ready. 


Now, bearing in mind the Verdun 
parallel, we can see the German offen- 
sive in its true light in the present in- 
stance. The German had to face cer- 
tain political conditions at home and 
abroad. His own people were terribly 
tired of war and were suffering great- 
ly from hardships incident to war. 
They wanted peace, but the victories in 
the east and the collapse of Russia 


) 


had temporarily raised their spirits and! 


Thus the French had to rush troops 
north to cover Paris, they had also to 
rush troops up to get in front of the 
German push westward, which was 
rapidly getting to the point where all 
possible restoration of contact between 
the allies would be impéssible. 


A Breathless Finish. 

The threat to Paris was stopped 
short and never became grave at any 
time during the critical period. But 
it was not until March 26 that French 
troops had gotten round the corner and 
in front of the extreme point of the 
wedge and by this time this extreme 
point had passed Montdidier and had 
begun to climb the narrow plateau be- 
tween the Avre and the Noye valleys. 
And in the Noye valley runs the main 
railroad from Paris to the north. It 
was a breathless finish to one of the 
most exciting races in all military his- 
tory. 

The Germans did not immediately ac- 
cept the fact of defeat. For several 
days they continued to assail this neces- 
sarily thin line which was the lifeline 
of allied armies, since it bound the 
British and the French together. But 
the French soldier of blood and bravery 
held. By April 1 the German was 
forced to abandon his immediate ef-

bring a German peace and what was 
even more important, would enable 
Germany to make her enemies pay the 
costs of the war, for every German of 
ordinary intelligence realizes that Ger- 
many is ruined if she can obtain no in- 
demnities and doeg not break down the 
hostility of her present foes, which 
will cripple her economic future. 

Finally, the German realized that the 
United States was beginning to be a 
military factor. The flow of American 
troops to the Continent, which several 
months ago had amounted, on the state- 
ment of the French high commission- 
er, to nearly a quarter of a million, 
was continuing and increasing. Grant- 
ed that Germany might have slight 
preponderance of numbes available 
for the offensive in March and 
in April the margin was s0 small 
that to postpone action for two or 
three months would wipe it out as a 
result of the increase of American 
troops in France. Time ran against the 
German as it did at the time of Ver- 
dun, when he sought a decision before 
the British could get ready. 

Superior German Numbers. 

Now allied strategy and certain 
equally plain facts to wrestle with. 
Conceivably the Germans were slightly 
superior both in numbers and in gun 
power. An allied offensive would thus 
have relatively small chance of great 
success, because previous allied of- 
fensives had failed when guns and men 
wére both available in superior num- 
bers. But there was arriving and would 
continue to arrive a stream of men 
}and munitions from America, which 
would, by 1919, give the allies a final 
advantage in both, and provide them 


tically inexhaustible. The supreme pur- 
pose of the allies, then, was to endure 
with as little loss of ground and men 
as possible, until America is ready. 
Anything but a major disaster was a 
price they must and did consent to pay 
for time and by a major disaster they 
understood German victory that would 
insure a German peace. 

Given these conditions on boths sides, 
let us see how the game worked out in 
the first three weeks of the German 
offensive. The German planned a Na- 
poleonic blow. He understood to break 
through the British on a front of fifty 
miles, drive a wedge between the 


French and the British, roll the Brit- 
ish back upon Calais and Boulogne, 


that is north of the Somme, contain the 
whole British force on the now restrict- 
ed front with a relatively small frac- 
tion of his troops, who would dig in 
and then concentrate all his resources 
and not improbably a material fraction 
of the resources of his allies upon a 
final blow against the French. 

In his original conception Hinden- 
burg expected to break through the al- 
lied line, throw the French beck be- 
hind the Seine and the Oise, contain 
the routed British behind the Somme 
or even the Canche and then, with his 
hands free for the moment, deal the 
death blow to the French. And it is 
essential to recognize that if the Brit- 
ish had been thrown back behind the 
Somme or the Canche and penned up in 
the narrow area, thus circumscribed, 
the peril to France would have been 
tremendous. It was the old Napoleonic 
conception of the Waterloo campaign, 
to divide the British and the Prussians, 
drive the Prussians east towards Liege 
and contain them with Grouchy and 
then smash Wellington. The failure 
was the failure of Grouchy fo contain 
the Prussians, who got back into ef- 
fective touch with the British and 
routed the French. 

A British Army Beaten. 


of the strategy as far as it had gone 
on April §, which is just short of three 
weeks. First of all, there was an im- 
mediate rupture of the allied line. 
Gough's Fifth army was beaten as no 
great British army has ever been beat- 
en. Not only was it beaten, but in its 
retreat it was so badly handled that 
the Germans were able to intervene 
between it andthe main British armies 
to the north and similarly between it 
and the French armies to the south. 
The fifth army was the link in the 
allied chain of armies from_ Switzer- 
land to the sea and this link was ef- 
fectually broken by Friday, Marth 22. 
Thus in two days Hindenburg had ac- 
complished what Falkenhayn had fail- 
ed to achieve at Verdun, he had brok- 
en a hole between the allied armies. 
The ultimate German victory, after 
the immediate and enormous local suc- 
cess west of St. Quentin was prevented 
by the French, they saved the British 
even more unmistakably than Blucher 
saved Wellington at Waterloo. Had 
the French not been able to intervene, 
the Germans would have realized in 
the first week the main purpose of 
their strategy; they would have driven 
the British in something approaching 
a complete rout, so far as the Fifth 
army was concerned, north of the 
Somme and out of touch with the 
French. 
The French saved the British and the 
situation by the rapidity with which 
they moved their reserves northward. | 
They had two things to do. The col- 


lapse of the Fifth British army had 
not only opened a gap between the 
British and French fronts, it had also 
uncovered the main roads to Paris. 


was thirty-five miles from his start- 
ing point and the hopeless roads be- 
hind him were rendered even more 
hopeless by the rainstorm that now in- 


tervened. Perhaps if it had not rained 
he might have gotten through, just as 
Victor Hugo and other French writers 
insist that Napoleon would have won 
at Waterloo, if it had not rained the 
night before and delayed the French 
attack the next morning. 

But the German was not. through. 
To the north, in front of Arras, his ad- 
vance had been slight and he was still 
in touch with his old, good communi- 
cations. Accordingly he launched a 
new thrust at Arras. The purpose was 
simple. He had broken the gate be- 
tween the French and British hinges 
at La Fere and Arras at the La Fere 
hinge, it had swung back, but the 
French had come up and stopped the 
swing. He might now wrench it off 
the northern hinge; if he did, his pur- 
pose would still be accomplished be- 
cause he would open a new gap be- 
tween the allies and there were no more 
French reserves available. 

Another British Army. 

Unfortunately for him, however, the 
third British army succeeded where the 
fifth had failed, It retired a little, 
but in perfect order, and upon stronger 
positions, which it held, exacting so 
terrible a price from the Germans that 
they stopped short in the attack upon 
the northern hinge and they have not 
resumed their attack up to the present 
moment. The rush wag over by March 
27. By April 1 there was a general 
lull all over the front, and the Germans 
were digging in on their flanks and 
getting up their heavy guns, while the 
allies were also digging in and getting 
up reserves and artillery. 

Still the allied situation was exceed- 
ingly awkward and remains so, in one 
important respect. As at Verdun, the 
first German rush had carried the as- 
sailant over most of the good gun po- 
sitions and naturally defensive lines, 
on which the French could make a 
stand if the most important local ob- 
jectives were to be saved. Verdun city 


was this local objective in the earlier 


campaign. Amiens occupies a similar 
role in the later offensive. When the 
rush stopped the Germans were with- 
in a dozen miles of the old capital of 
Picardy, an important industral town, 
but above all, the neck of the bottle 
through whch pass all the main north 
and gouth railroads of this region, the 
railroads which connect Paris with Ca- 
lais and the British and French front, 
and what was more important, the 
railroads from Rouen and Havre, which 
connect the British in Picardy, Artois 
and Flanders with their main bases on 
the sea. ; 

It was no longer certain -that* the 
Germans, even if they got Amiens, 
could separate the British and the 
French for not until it passes Abbe- 
ville, 20 miles west, does the Somme 
become an impassable barrier between 
the north and the south, and the Brit- 
ish might hang on astride the Somme 
all the way back to the neighborhood 
of Abbeville, but if Amiens went, their 
connections with Great Britain would 
at once be threatened. Yet, if the line 
held within ten miles west of Amiens, 
new communications could in time be 
improvised. 

Amiens’ Importance Lesseg@s. 
Had Amiens fallen in the first rush, 


then the British would have been swept 
} north of the Somme and there could 
thave been no further hope of a resto- 
ration of contact betwéen French and 
British, but once the contact was re- 
stored a dozen miles in front of Amiens, 
there was real hope that it might be 
maintained west of Amiens, even if this 
town should fall. I say this, because 
the fall of Amiens, which remains pos- 
sible, should not be accepted as having 
the importance that it might have had 
two weeks or more ago. The fall of 
Verdun in August would have been 
a sad blow to allied morale, but it 


would not have been the evidence of 
immediate disaster, as it would have 
been in February or even in the first 
days of March, 1916. And the same is 
now true of Amiens. | 
After the first week of effort there 


was a natural and inevitable lull in 
the Amiens sector; the German did not 
actually stop, but his operations, save 
at Arras, were inconsiderable for near- 
ly a week. Then he began again on 
exactly the old Verdun lines, that is, by 
attacks on either side of the wedge he 
had driven in towards his immediate 
local objective. In Lorraine he began 
his new operations by attacks upon 
Dead Man’s hill and Fort de Vaux, on 
the flanks of his wedge. He did this 
to abolish the evil effect of the artil- 
lery fire concentrated upon his wedge 
from both sides. Before Amiens he 
sought to widen his wedge. 


Hindenburg’s problem was a magni- 
fied reproduction of the Verdun prob- 
lem. Any further advance at the point 
of the wedge towards Amiens would 
be smothered by concentrated allied 
artillery fire. He must, therefore, 
widen the wedge, and he sought to 
do this by attacking the French on the 
Plateau between the Avre and the Noys, 
south of Amiens and the British west 
of the Ancre and Somme. Could he 
advance on both flanks he would begin 
‘to throw a loop around Amiens, isolat- 
ing the town both from the north and 
from the south. But, although he gain- 
ed ground, his gain was inconsiderable, 
and the price paid exorbitant, This 


price was increased by. the fact that 
{German heavy artillery was not yet up, 
'and French and British guns of all cali- 
l bers were in position. By the third 
Sunday of the battle, the German ef- 
fort on both flanks had slowed down 
'with no real gain on the north and 
no decisive gain on the south, although 
the Amiens-Calais railroad was no 
longer usable and barely two miles 
distant from the German front. — 
What Germans Won. 

In sum, then, toward the end of the 
third week, the German was still far 
from his major end, the separation of 
the British and French armies. He had 
won a great battle and administered to 
one strong British army, perhaps, the 
‘heaviest defeat in British military his- 


tory. He had advanced beyond a! 7 
expectation of the allies, he was ap= 


proaching Amiens, although at a very, 


slow pace. But he had paid 300,0005

ARMY ALMOST FATAL

German drive to the channel, with the 
aid of the British and Belgians. 

Foch Came in Time. 

It is possible to regret the lateness 

of the decision, since the task of the 


creased thereby, but all this in the past 
and in his own public utterances he 
has given us the best assurance that 
he did not come too late. 

One word as to American participa- 
tlon. Accepting M. Tardieu’s figures of 
some time ago, we must now have at 
least 300,000 men in France. Of these 


we are told 100,000 have started for 
the Somme front and other divisions 
are relieving French troops in four 
sectors, at the smallest reckoning. Pre- 
sumably, then, we are putting around 
200,000 men at the service of the allies. 
This is a’ small number, as this war 
goes, but it is equal to a class of 
French recruits, it is half as large as 
the annual increment of the German 
army, and, since the men are picked, 
it is unquestionably better in its hu- 
man materia! than either a French or 
German class. 

Again, if the allies have lost 200,- 
000 in the opening phase of the second 
battle of the Somme, the gap has been 
promptly filled by American troops. 
The German, on the other hand, hav- 
ing lost between 250,000 and 300,000 in 
the same operation, must find the 
troops to replace wastage out of his 
own reserves. He can do it, he prob- 
ably had upwards of 1,000,000 reserves 
to replace wastage when the campaign 
Began, but the rate of exhaustion for 
him is thus far faster than for his 
chief opponents. And, henceforth, un- 
der the wise plan to put our troops in 
more promptly, brigaded with French 
and British troops, we shall aid regu- 
larly to replace allied wastage, while 
the German must still rely exclusively 
upon his own man-power. 

American Aid Valuable. 

We are only beginning, but our start 
is at a critical moment and our aid is 
by no means negligible. On the con- 
trary, it may enable the British and the 


neuver if as seems possible, a large 
part of the original force was drawn 
in to fill the gaps created by the de- 
feat of the fifth British army.~- As to 
the moral effect, no one can mistake 
the admirable impression made by 
American entrance. At a critical mo- 
ment the German has failed, first to 
separate the armies of his principal 
enemies and secondly to separate the 
|peoples of his other enemies. The al- 
liance against Germany is stronger to- 
day than at any moment since Russia 
fell and we are in somé gmall way be- 
ginning to replace Russia. 

Set this against the battle lost and 
the disaster narrowly escaped by the 
allies and it has a real value. Couple 
with it the failure, to date, of the Ger- 
man strategy to realize its main ob- 
jective and the reason for confidence is 
clear. France lost Charleroi and won 
the Marne, Britain has lost the second 
battle of the Somme, but Britain, 
France and America are all in line once 
more, and the German advance has at 
least slowed down on what is for us 
all the right side of his objective. We 
have not produced his downfall, ut 
he hasn't vet come at his world power. 
We can wait, as allied strategy con- 
templates. We can wait as Petain 
waited at Verdun until the British were 
ready. Hindenburg canot delay, as his 
strategy has indicated, much less can 
he afford another Verdun, toward which 
his offensive is rapidly drifting. Hence 
the new convulsions of the third week. 

On the other hand, unless his present 
check is interrrupted, the German will 
soon attempt to persuade us that he 
never sought a real decisive victory, and 
parade his local gains just as he did in 
the Verdun time. When he doés try 
this game, we must keep in mind what 
he said he was going to do. This is 
the real test. Now, as at Verdun, this 
is the test he must face, and we should 
not help him to avoid it even for a mo- 


ment.

made according to the methods of the 
food administration, and the pre-war 
cake or crackers made entirely of 
wheat flour; provided, of course, the 
mixing and baking is done in exact 
accordance with the methods  pre- 
scribed. It is to be expected, Mr. Mor- 
gan stated, that, until bakers become 
familiar with the use of the substitutes 
recommended, some of the goods they 
turn out will be unsatisfactory, and this 
may cause some prejudice against the 
use of the substitutes on the part of 
both baker and consumer. This trou- 
ble, however, will be easily overcome 
by bakers who make an honest effort 
to comply with the directions of the 
food administration. 

The new combinations of wheat 
flour and wheat substitutes,” said Mr. 
Morgan, “are quite as nutritious as the 
wheat flour alone,” and some of the 
combinations are even more nutritious 
than the materials formerly used: so 
the public.need have no hesitation what- 
ever in buying and using the cake and 
crackers made according to the food 
administration methods, feeling that 
these products are fully as wholesome 
as those formerly purchased.” 

It will be necessary,” continued Mr. 
Morgan, “for the people—the bakers 
as well as the buyers, to: accustom 
themselves to the use of wheat sub- 
Stitutes, because conditions are such 
that we must all do it, and, since the 
new products are quite equal in food 
value to those formerly used, and they 
are equally palatable when properly 
made, there is no’ hardship or sacri-

fice entailed by the change. It is 
believed that grocers and others who 
crackers, cakes and pastry sup- 
plied.by bakers, will loyally accept the 
new products, and assist in educating 
the people to their use. This will un- 
doubtedly be the wisest course, as well 
as the most patriotic, for, within a 
short time, no other kind will be ob- 
tainable.”’ 

Mr. Morgan is devoting about two-

Shows Death Battalion of 
Women Going Into Battle. 
Many Other’ Interesting 
Scenes. 


“The German Curse in Russia” is the 
title of the amazing five-reel official 
war film, taken by Donald ¢. Thomp- 
son, distributed by Pathe and to be 
shown at the Alamo No. 2 theater all 
this week. 

The picture shows the Death battal- 
ion of women. going into action, the 
wounded in the hospitals, the Bolsheviki 
Parades and their struggles with the 
loyal Cossack troops, fighting in the 
Carpathians, the armored cars dashing 
through the streets of Petrograd, 
shooting at buildings, closé-up view? of 
Lenine and Trotzky, and the Root com- 


mission which strove to offset the work 
that the German propaganda in Russia 
had accomplished. 

Crazy revolutionists were taking pot 
shots at the houses, and loyal troops 
were sweeping the streets with ma- 
chine guns while the intrepid Thomp- 
son took his pictures. The keenness with 
which he was engaged in this work 
was instanced when he told of a wom- 
an who asked to stand in his room in 
the Astoria hotel in Petrograd to watch 
the street fighting. His camera was 
often mistaken for some. kind of a 
machine gun and when she pulled the 
curtains aside, despite his warning, she 
was shot to death by some one in the 
Street. “It took so long to get her 
Out of the room,” he said, “that I lost 
800 feet of good pictures.” 

Thompson's pictures were taken un- 
der difficult circumstances. He was 
once beaten senseless, thrown into a 
prison by secret police, rescued by the 
revolutionists, decorated four times 
and wounded three times. His films 
trace the fight from the Black sea to 
the rise of the street war in Petrograd 
and throughout emphasize the lesson 
that America can learn from Russia— 
the necessity of checking German in- 
trigue at home before it.affects the 
fighting forces at the front. 

One of the most interesting scenes, 
and, so far as is Known, the only mo- 
tion picture of the warship actually 
hitting a submarine that tried to tor- 
pedo her, was taken aboard a Russian 
ship during a sea battle with a Turk- 
ish merchant fleet. The shot hit the 
submarine and destroyed her.

Georgia and Her Forests. 


A letter received today from Professor M. L. Brittain, state superintend- 
ent of schools, says: “When the forestry bill failed to pass for lack of in- 
terest in the matter there was a law made compelling every public school 
in Georgia to observe Arbor day. They must learn to plant trees and care 
for them. The day appointed by the state is the second Friday in December.” 

As a representative of the American Forestry associaton, I would like to 
know Low many in Georgia observed the law. 

Twenty-five states have active forest departments. Georgia has none. 
Thirteen states maintain nurseries which produce ten thousand small trees, 
about half of which are annually distributed to land owners for the asking 
and the rest given at cost. 

Now that all eyes are turned toward Germany, it would be well for us 
to observe her mode of tree-planting and the laws that govern her forests. 
Germany has for generations planted fruit-bearing trees of the highways, and 
it is wonderful the quantity of nuts and fruit which the government conserves 
from them. The only activity in the forests of Georgia that I can find out is 
that of cutting and destroying the trees. 

When the “Father of His Country” cut down that famous cherry tree, he 
set an awfully bad example for the future pgsterity of America. An exam- 
ple whose evil influences seems to live, even with the fate of other older 
nations of the world standing as a warning to us; and a daily verification 
that the warnings Handed down to Moses on the tables of stone are still 
true when the laws of nature are violated. 

In Father George’s youthful indiscretion with his hatchet, followed by the 


ruthless destruction of American forests, there seems again a fulfillment of 
that great commandment: “I will visit the iniquities of the fathers upon the 
children of the third and fourth generations.” 

Some recent statistics from the government reports in regard to the 
rapid destruction of our forests has opened the eyes of the fuel administra- 
tion, and they are arranging as best they can to have the laws governing 
forestry enforced to the fullest. Georgia, as I have said, has no state laws, 
and no forester, and is in a worse shape than many of the other states as to 


{to the woods for relief. 


fuel. 
The present lack of fuel no doubt produces a feeling that the woodlands 
are of more importance now than at almost any other time in their history.

himself. Furthermore, there is another big question, one much bigger and more 
serious than our own personal comforts, and that is the provision for the’ 
continuous, undiminished running of factories, munition plants, railroads, | 
ocean-going vessels. 

If we can furnish wood and thus liberate the needed amount of coal for | 
these purposes, we are lending a vital aid in the successful prosecution of the 
war. If the necessary wood is not supplied to liberate the needed amount of 
coal for the prosecution of the war, then the country’s own hand is turned 
against itself and is lifted to that extent to the aid of the enemy. 

There are thousands of soldiers dying on the battle front today in the | 
defense of civilization and humanity. 

We at home must help them in this world conflict by furnishing the 
tpings they need to fight successfully. Much aid can be given now. As soon 
as the crops are “laid by” let the farmer begin to provide wood for himself: 
and for the market—Uncle Sam needs the fuel; let him have it. Put it on 
the market for him. He is fighting your battle; help him.

War Service Library Work 


The social side of the great war pre- 
sents some new topics which certainly 
were not prominent in previous con- 
flicts. One of these is provision of food 
for the minds of the fighting men. 

The training camp of today is not 
essentially different from a big uni- 
versity, and in many cases the soldiers 
study harder in training camps than 
they would in a university. 

In the cantonments are many iliit- 
erate whites, blacks, Indians and half- 
breeds who are taught how to read and 
write. Think what this new military 
life means to these soldiers! The draft 
takes them suddenly out of their old 
surroundings, and in place of civil lib- 
erty surrounds them with military re- 
straint, but at the same time opens up 
vast new fields of opportunity for edu- 
cation and development. 6 

Then again, one of the greatest mis- 
eries of prison life is the aimlessness 
and emptiness of existence from day 
to day. The reports which come from 
escaped prisoners have always the same 
burden: the men who fill their days 
with some purposeful occupation come 
safely through, those who cannot do 
so break or fail. ~

A Great Work.

war from mental deterioration, and to 
cheer the wounded, the American Li- 
brary association has assumed the re- 
sponsibiilty for providing adequate lIi- 
brary facilities in the camps. . 

Last summer the secretary of war 
appointed ten nationally-known men 


‘and women as a library war council to 


aid in an appeal for funds. A million 
and a half dollars was raised and over 
200,000 volumes were received for im- 
mediate use. 

This campaign for beoks and funds 
is to continue as long as the war lasts.

My Dear Madam President: If your club 
members realized that the future of our 
Tallulah schoo! is jeopardized by your fail- 
ure to send promptly its contribution, the 
check would be forwarded at once, 
it not? 

We do need your help. 
355 clubs have thus far contributed to the 
school this year. To meet our obligations 
of the present school year we must raise 
$1,400. You see, 284 clubs have delayed 
sending their contributions. They will come 
in time, but 
When the real conditions are known, I be- 
lieve our women will respond, but {f your 
club should fail to send its share, the school 
must suffer. We know that war activities 
have been absorbing your time and thought. 
Will you not, at this critical time in the 
history of the school, come to the rescue 
by sending your contribution? 

For the teachers’ salaries last November 
your director was _instructed to borrow $400 
for three months and recently we have 
had to renew the loan for another three 
months.

‘etanding the difficult living conditions, and 
are doing wonderful work.
